vulnerable four-spade bid?" 


Jim: "It looks like the sort 


of bid you would make so I'd 
better not say anthing too un- 
favorable about it.

Way to End 
War Remains 
Unsolved

WASHINGTON (AP) 
—Sen. 


J.W. Fulbright is a kind of clas- 
sic example of all those critical 
about the war in Viet Nam but 
snagged on the dilemma of how 
to end it. 
, They have ideas on what to do 
or not to do — as some showed 
before the Senate Foreign Rela- 
tions Committee, of which Ful- 
bright is chairman — but are 
hazy on solutions. 


Two speeches by Fulbright, 


an Arkansas Democrat, one last 
June 15 and one March 1, and a 
statement Sunday night show 
the dilemma of the critics of the 
Johnson administration, which 
is in a bit of a dilemma itself. 


President Johnson tried to get 


the Communists to negotiate. 
Having failed, he must continue 
the war, he feels, without step- 
ping it up to such a degree that 
Red China might feel impelled 
to jump in. 


In June, Fulbright said com- 


plete victory would be too costly 
but 
unconditional withdrawal 


from Viet Nam is unthinkable 
because of the disastrous re- 
sults. 


Withdrawal, he felt, 
would 


betray this country's obligations 
to people we have promised to 
defend and weaken their belief 
in U.S. guarantees. 


At the same time he was 


against stepping up the war, 
although how else the Commu- 
nists can be convinced to quit 
fighting is difficult to imagine. 


He suggested negotiations to 


end the war, with major conces- 
sions by both sides, although 
admitting Johnson's efforts to 
get the Communists to negotiate 
wound up nowhere. 


Nevertheless, Fulbright envi- 


sioned a compromised 
peace 


and after that, he proposed, the 
United States should join with 
others in a large program for 
the social and economic devel- 
opment of Southeast Asia. 


(Johnson had proposed just 


such a program weeks before 
Fulbright did.) 


Almost a month before Ful- 


bright's June 15 talk Johnson 
said the Red Chinese are bent 
on dominating all Asia but on 
March 1 Fulbright came up with 
another speech, this one propos- 
ing how to deal with Red China. 


He suggested an agreement 


with Red China to neutralize all 
of Southeast Asia although there 
was nothing to indicate Red Chi- 
na would ever consider such an 
agreement. 


One such an agreement was 


made, Fulbright said, the Unit- 
ed States and China should pull 
back all their forces. But Red 
China does not have forces on 
the soil of other nations. 


How such an agreement could 


be policed 
to prevent 
Red 


Chinese cheating would be mon- 
umental in itself. Fulbright did 
not go into details on that. 


Fulbright announced Sunday 


night that his Foreign Relations 
Committee will open hearings 
Tuesday aimed at increasing 
public knowledge about Red 
China. He said there is a real 
danger that the "open-ended" 
Viet Nam conflict will lead to 
war between the United States 
and Communist China. 


Americans should be "open- 


minded and inquisitive" and try 
to learn all they can about the 
Chinese, he said. 


Last Thursday, two days after 


FuJbnght proposed his neutrali- 
zation idea, Red China linked 
Johnson and his critics together 
as "fools" and said there was 
no fundamental difference be- 
tween them about continuing 
the Viet Nam war.

But Market 
Is Gloomy

NEW YOR K(AP) - Profits 


were never higher but the stock 
market is eyeing gloomy nredic- 
tions that the earnings climb is 
tiring. Some even fear the trend 
may be reversed. The figures 
themselves, however, scarcely 
bear this out. They get bigger 
all the lime. 


The market shrugs these off 


as past history and tries to 
guess the future What is feared 
is that profits will be cramped 
hy c*veral developments. 


"These include rising produc- 


tion costs as wage scales mount 
and payroll outlays are hiked by 
hipher Social Security 
taxes; 


tight money proving both expen- 
sive and restrictive for business 
expansion plans 
and current 


activities: high break-in costs 
for new plants coming into oper- 
ation or, on the other hand, un- 
profitable operation of aging 
plants as steoped-up production 
schedules push against the lim- 
its of rapacity; and labor short- 
ages that spell more overtime, 
less production, or the hiring of 
less efficient help. 


All seem likely to happen.
